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HIGH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN OCTOBER 


HE VALUE of exports of United Kingdom products in 
October reached the record figure of £235-3 million compared 
with an average of £218-6 million in the third quarter of this 
year. October was, however, a long working month and if a rough 
allowance is made for this the rate of pg only about 2 per 


cent, above the third quarter level. rt prices in October 
were, on the average, the same as in September, slightly above the 
average for the third quarter (see page 1066 of this issue). In terms 
of volume, October rts are estimated to have been about 6 per 
cent. higher than in the third quarter, or roughly the same if allow- 
ance is made for the longer month. 

After the reduction in September the value of imports increased 
again in October to £362-6 million, about equal to the high level 

June, July and August. Import prices have, however, continued 
to fall from the peak in June and the volume of supplies in October 
was probably about 1 per cent. above the June-August level. Total 
imports so far this year have amounted to £3,278 million (valued 
c.i.f.) and have exceeded total rts including re-exports (valued 
f.o.b.) by £1,038 million; in the first ten months of 1950 the excess 
of imports (c.i.f.) over total exports (f.0.b.) was only £302-0 million. 


Details of Exports 


The increase compared with the third quarter in exports of 
manufactured goods to £209-0 million was £15-3 million, but 
allowing for the longer month, the rise was only about 3 per cent. 
The smallness of this increase was due to a fall in exports of textile 
yarns and manufactures from an average of £46-6 million in the 
third quarter to £46-1 million in October. Even if allowance is 
made : the longer working month, exports of both metals and 
engineering products (£110-2 million in October) and of other 
manufactured goods (£52-7 million) were each roughly 6 per 


cent, above the rate of export in the third quarter. 

Among the metal and engineering groups, the most marked 
increase was in vehicles. The total value of exports in this group 
(which includes locomotives, ships, aircraft and rubber tyres as 
well as road vehicles) rose from an average of £38-7 million 
in the third quarter to £45-5 million. Large exports of ships and 
boats (78,000 gross tons valued at £6-5 million) accounted for £2-4 
million of the total increase, but the value of exports of new cars 
and chassis ({11-4 million in October) was also up by £2°1 million 
and higher exports of tractors, commercial vehicles and rail vehicles 
also contributed to the increase. The recovery in exports of motor 
cars—the number exported in October, 32,307 was 16 per cent. 
above the third quarter average but still below the 1950 level—was 
largely due to a recovery in exports to Australia which reached the 
high figure of 11,532 compared with an average of only 8,056 in 
the third quarter. 

The quantity of iron and steel exported in October (210,000 tons 
valued at £14-6 million) was 7 per cent. higher than the third quarter 
level, but nearly a fifth below the 1950 average. Exports of 
aluminium, of brass and of copper and manufactures all showed 
some increase compared with the third quarter, but, except for 
aluminium current rts are very much below last year’s 
Both the quantity (88,300 tons) and value (£33-1 million) of mach- 
inery exported in October were roughly 7 per cent. higher than the 
average for the third quarter. For the two remaining groups of 
engineering products—electrical goods and apparatus and cutlery, 
hardware, instruments, etc.—the value of October exports was very 
little different from the third quarter average. 

A fall in the value of exports of woollen and worsted goods, from 
an average of £15-0. million in the third quarter to £13-8 million in 
October, more than accounted for the reduction in exports of

textiles. The value of exports of silk and artificial silk yarns and 
manufactures fell by £0-4 million to £5-5 million, but there was a 
small increasé in exports of cotton yarns and manufactures (£18-3 
million) and the value of exports in the other two textiles groups— 
miscellaneous textiles (linen, jute, cordage, ete.) and clothing—were 
also higher than in the third quarter. 

The reduction in the wool group was due mainly to a reduction of 
17 per cent. compared with the third quarter in the quantity of piece- 
goods exported in October, but the value of tops exported was also 
lower. ‘This reduction for tops was the result of lower prices—the 
quantity exported was 21 per cent. higher than in the third quarter. 
Prices of woollen and worsted yarns also showed some sign of reduc- 
tion—the value was down by 16 per cent. in October and the quantity 
by only 5 per cent.—but there is not as yet any fall in average values 
of piece-goods exported. 

The small increase in the cotton group was the result of large 
exports of finished thread. The quantity of cotton piece-goods 
exported fell to just below the 1950 average and yarn exports, though 
higher than in September, were also comparatively low. 

The quantity of artifizial silk piece-goods exported in October was 
10 per cent. lower than in the third quarter. Exports of linen piece- 
goods were much the same as in July-September, a large part of the 
increase in value in the miscellaneous textiles group being due to 
higher exports of jute goods ({0-8 million). 

Among the remaining groups of manufactured goods, exports of 
chemicals, drugs, dyestuffs, etc. (£13-6 million in October) and 
miscellaneous manufactures ({£15-3 million) showed increases of over 
£1 million compared with the third quarter; exports of refined oils 
(£5-2 million) and paper and board, etc. (£4-7 million) each showed 
increases of just under {1 million. 

The value of exports of food, drink and tobacco in October (£143 
million) was just above the third quarter average. Exports of spirits 
(1,191,000 proof gallons valued at £3-2 million) and of tobacco 
(4:5 million lb. valued at £2-3 million) were both higher, but there 
was a sharp reduction from an average of 65,000 tons to 44,000 tons 
in ga of sugar; this was only partly due to the cessation of supplies 
to iran 

The quantity of coal exported (953,000 tons) was substantially 
higher than in any earlier month of this year. The increase of 
£1-0 million in the value of coal exports compared with the third 
quarter more than offset a reduction in the value of raw wool, etc., 
exported and the total value of raw materials exported in October 
increased by 9 per cent. to £7°5 million. 


Exports to North America 


United Kingdom exports to the United States in October were, 
provisionally, £11-8 million—an increase of £2-2 million over the 
very low September figure and about 4 per cent. higher than the 
average for the third quarter. 

Exports of spirits (mainly whisky) increased from 481,000 proof 
gallons i in September to 614,000 proof gallons (valued at £1 ‘8 million) 
in October and this accounted for £0-4 million of the increase over 
the previous month. Exports of cotton, woollen and worsted and 
linen goods were lower than in September but exports of chemicals, 
drugs, etc., recovered from £0-5 million to £1-1 million and most of 
the remaining groups of manufactured goods also contributed to the 
increase compared with September. 

United Kingdom exports to Canada also showed some improvement 
over the low September figure but the October value (£10-3 million) 
was still 21 per cent. below the third quarter average, largely as the 
result of the heavy decline (from an average of £2-6 million to £10 
million) in exports of woollen and worsted yarns, which were even 
lower than in September. Exports of motor cars were again virtually 
negli ible and, in total, the value of exports of vehicles (£0-9 seg 

as £0- 0-6 million lower than the third quarter average. Exports of 
opiriss (£0-4 million) showed an increase compared with both Septem- 
ber and the third quarter, and among other commodities showing some 
increase over the September levels were machinery ({£1-2 million in 
October), iron and steel and manufactures ({£1-4 million), pottery, 
glassware, etc. (£0-7 million) and miscellaneous manufactures 
(£0-7 million).

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High Imports and Exports in October—(Continued) 


£116-1 million ; raw materials imports increased by £1-1 million to 
£159-3 million and imports of manufactured goods—also largely fuel 
and materials for industry—rose by £4°5 million to £85-9 million. 

Among food, drink and tobacco, the main changes were, as in 
September, largely seasonal—the biggest increase in value, from an 
average of £7.3 million to £17-5 million for imports of tobacco, was 
due to the arrival of large supplies from this year’s American crop. 
Imports of sugar, though still fairly large, were about a third below 
the seasonally high third quarter level and this was responsible for 
most of the reduction of £4:5 million to £21-2 million in the value of 
imports of miscellaneous foodstuffs. The value of grain and flour 
imports, which had also been rather high in the third quarter, showed 
a fall of £5-8 million, both wheat and coarse grain supplies sharing 
in the reduction. 

Imports of carcase meat were even lower than in the third quarter 
since there were, as in September, hardly any imports from the 
Argentine. Bacon and ham imports were also lower but supplies 
of canned meat showed a further increase, the more expensive con- 
tinental products again forming a large part of the total; with, in 
addition, larger imports of both poultry and rabbits the total value of 
all kinds of meat imported (£19.8 million) showed a small increase 
compared with the third quarter. 

The value of imports of dairy produce (£14-4 million) was about 
equal to the third quarter average and imports of fresh fruit and 
| vegetables (£6°7 million) were only about half of the seasonally high 
* level in the second quarter. The only other important change was 
in the beverages, etc., group, where the quantity of tea imported 
(20,400 tons) increased by 77 per cent. bringing the value of the group 
t (at £12-8 million) to £2-9 million more than the third quarter average. 


Imports of Materials 

Imports of timber, pulp, paper, etc., which, in the third quarter, 
were already high compared with a year ago, showed further increases 
in October. The quantity of softwood imported in the month (604,000 
tons valued at £21°6 million) was a fifth above the third quarter level 
and brought the total quantity imported in the first ten months of this 
year to nearly double the average for the year 1950. Supplies of 
pitprops, however, were lower than in the third quarter and imports 
of hardwood were also below the high September figure. The 
quantity of wood pulp imported (175,000 tons valued at £15-3 million) 
was about a fifth higher than in the third quarter and paper and board 
imports increased by 28 per cent. 

The quantity of iron ore imported was 6 per cent. below the high 
third quarter level, supplies of steel and scrap showed even further 
reductions and imports of the main non-ferrous metals were also 
lower than in the third quarter. 

Imports of raw cotton (49,000 tons) were 11 per cent. higher than 
in the third quarter but a larger proportion of October imports 
(about two-fifths of the total) consisted of American cotton, at lower 
prices than in the third quarter and the total value of imports (£23-3 
million) was £2-7 million lower. The fall in market prices which 
took place earlier this year was also partly responsible for the lower 
value of raw wool imports—the quantity (11,100 tons) was 24 per 
cent. lower than in the third quarter and the value was down by 57 per 
cent. The quantities of jute piece-goods and cotton piece-goods 
imported in October were very little different from the third quarter 
averages and the total value of imports of textiles and clothing (£16-5 
million) was also practically unchanged. 

Imports of rubber were very high in October—the quantity im- 
ported (46,000 tons) was nearly a half more than the average in 
July-September, but average prices were rather lower and the value 
showed an increase of less than 40 per cent. to £17°6 million. 

The total value of imports in the oils, oilseeds, etc., group increased 
by £5-2 million compared with the third quarter to £39-1 million. 
Imports of oilseeds and nuts (118,000 tons valued at £7°8 million) 
showed a small increase and, with exceptionally high imports of 
linseed oil total imports of vegetable oils (64,000 tons valued at 
£10-3 million) were 14 per cent. higher but the larger part of the 
increase in the group total was again due to higher imports of crude 
petroleum. The total quantity imported (492 million gallons) was 
nearly one quarter above the already high level in the third quarter; 
total imports in the first ten months of this year have been over 
70 per cent. more than the average for 1950. Imports of refined 
petroleum on the other hand have been only 4 per cent. higher than in 
1950 and October imports showed a further fall of 12 per cent. 
compared with the third quarter; this reduction was only partly due 
to the absence of supplies from Iran—imports from this source were 
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already reduced in the third quarter. ‘The fall was mainly in imports 
of motor spirit, which have so far this year been 12 per cent. lower 
than in 1950 and of fuel and diesel oil. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on November 20* and further analysis of the figures will 
be found in the form of tables in the monthly Report on Overseas 
Tradet for December, due to be published on or about December 15. 

The table on page 1063 shows summary figures for imports and 
United Kingdom exports while the tables on pages 1064 and 1065 give 
figures of some of the more important commodities of our trade both 
by value and by quantity.

Index Numbers of Import and 
Export Prices 


THE index number of import prices in October, at 133 (1950 = 100) 

showed a fall of five points compared with September. The export 
price index was unchanged at 125 and the terms of trade as measured 
by the ratio of import to export prices moved down four points to 
106, compared with the peak of 120 in May. 

The main reason for the fall in the import price index was a sharp 
decline in the prices of raw wool arriving in October reflecting the 
previous decline in market prices. Hides were also lower, and the 
index of raw materials decreased to 146, compared with 161 in Sep- 
tember.

Decision on Double Invoicing of 
Utility Cloths 


HE Board of Trade have had under consideration the practice 

generally known as ‘“ Double invoicing,’’ which has occurred on 
the sale of certain Utility type apparel cloths. 

It has now been decided to prohibit this practice by amending the 
Utility Woven Cloth (Cotton, Cotton Mixture and Linen) (No. 2) 
Order, 1951, and the Utility Woven Rayon Cloth Order, 1951, so as 
to provide that the Utility mark may not be applied to cloth after the 
first sale of the cloth by the converter or manufacturer. 

It is expected that the necessary amendments to the Orders will 
be made during January 1952. 

Letters announcing this decision have already been sent to the 
trade associations concerned. 


Revised Maximum Prices for 
Utility Curtain Cloth 


EVISED MANUFACTURERS’ maximum prices for two 

descriptions of Utility cotton and rayon brocade curtain cloths 
(specification numbers 5143/1 and 5143/3) are introduced by a new 
Board of Trade Order which came into force on November 21. These 
correct errors in the current Utility Curtain Cloth Order. 

The new Order is the Utility Curtain Cloth (Amendment No. 2) 
Order, 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 1962). Copies are obtainable (price 2d., 
by post 34d.) from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches. 


Donkey Jackets Not Included in 


the Utility Range 


iw HAS been brought to the attention of the Board of Trade that 

some clothing manufacturers think that donkey jackets, which are a 
form of unlined jacket, may be made from Utility cloths, including 
overcoat cloths. 

To avoid illegal use of Utility materials the Board wish to make it 
clear that men’s Utility jackets may be made only from cloths scheduled 
for their manufacture, and that jackets made from Utility wool cloths 
must be fully lined. 


£2,500,000 Export Orders for 
Canada 


DURING the early part of this year, the Commercial Relations 
and Exports Department of the Board of Trade invited leading 

British firms to tender to the Toronto Transport Commission for 130 

49-ft. coaches for their new subway in course of construction. 


It was understood there would be almost world-wide competition 
for the contract. Tenders were submitted during October. Ad- 
judication was made in Toronto on Monday and, subject to normal 
confirmation, the order, amended to 104 57-ft. coaches, has been 
awarded to the Gloucester Railway Carriage and Wagon Company Ltd. 

Electric traction equipment will be supplied by Crompton Parkinson 
Ltd. and electrical control gear by British Thomson-Houston 
Co. Ltd. 

The total value of the contract is approximately £2,500,000. 
Delivery is due to begin in the second quarter of 1953, with com- 
pletion by the end of 1953. 

Other leading British firms will supply brakes, gears, and other 
components. It is particularly gratifying that this contract has come 
to the United Kingdom, since in the past Canada has gone almost 
exclusively to the United States for equipment of this kind. 

The Board of Trade regard the contract as the greatest single 
achievement in the dollar drive. 


Appointment ef Committee on 
Imports of Raw Cotton 


"THE President of the Board of Trade and the Chancellor of the 

Duchy of Lancaster met representatives of the Cotton Board, of 
the Federation of Master Cotton Spinners Associations, of the Liver- 
pool and Manchester Cotton Associations and of the Raw Cotton 
Commission on November 16 to discuss with them the best means 
of evolving a scheme for the import of cotton which, as the President 
of the Board of Trade told the House of Commons on November 9, 
will be “‘ practicable in the present circumstances, acceptable to these 
concerned and point the way to an enduring solution ” for the cotton 
industry. 

The organizations present offered their co-operation in setting up 
a Committee for this purpose and in nominating representatives to 
serve on it. The Committee will include representatives directly 
appointed by the trade unions, manufacturers and export converters 
as well as the bodies mentioned above. 

Sir Richard Hopkins has agreed to act as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee and his appointment was welcomed by thé Committee. The 
Committee expect to start work during the next month. 


More Restrictions on Uses of 
Copper and Zinc 


THE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has made a new 

Order extending the list of articles in which the use of copper, zinc 
and their alloys is banned. 

The Order (The Copper and Zinc Prohibited Uses (Ministry of 
Supply) (No. 2) Order, 1951, S.I. 1951 No. 1960) came into operation 
on November 20, and lists a number of goods in the following categories 
as well as some miscellaneous articles :— 

Agricultural and garden requisites, electrical and gas equip- 
ment and fittings, builders’ hardware and fittings, furniture and 
equipment, household appliances, equipment in passenger trans- 
port vehicles, air conditioning equipment. 

These additions to the range of prohibited manufactures result 
in the main from the agreement made by member countries of the 
Organization for European Economic Co-operation, which was 
announced in Paris on September 25. 

The Order also makes some minor changes in the list of articles in 
the Ministry of Supply Order made on February 21, 1951, details 
of which were published in the Board of Trade Journal on February 24 
(page 416). 

Under the Order manufacturers holding copper or zinc or their 
alloys in a fabricated or partly processed state at the date of the 
Order will be allowed to use them until February 1, 1952, for the 
agate of articles which have now been added to the prohibited 
ist 

The existing arrangements for licensing for exports will apply to 
these additional articles except that in future no licences will be 
issued for the manufacture of the prohibited items for export to other 
member countries of the O.E.E.C. 

A similar Order (S.I. 1951 No. 1815) was made by the Board of 
Trade on October 8, 1951, adding items to the Board of Trade list 
of prohibitions. Details were given in the Board of Trade Journal on 
October 13 (page 744). 


Colours fer Hesiery for 1952 


SIXTEEN COLOURS have been issued by the British Colour 
Council for 1952, eight colours for nylon and eight colours for rayon, 
In selecting these colours consideration has been given to the colours 
promoted for the textile and related fashion industries to ensure 
colour co-ordination in dress goods, shoes, hosiery, gloves, handbags 
and other units of the ensemble. 

New colours on the nylon card are named Samba, Riviera, Melita, 
Gossamer and Venetia. 

The rayon card shows four new colours which are entitled Whim- 
sical, Bucaneer, Debonair and Sand Shadow.

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Census of Production for 1951 


AN ORDER indicating the scope of the Census of Production to be 

taken in 1952 for the year 1951 has been made by the Board of 
Trade. Undertakings producing coal, gas, electricity, oil shale, crude 
or refined petroleum or shale products are exempted from making 
Census of Production returns to the extent to which they supply the 
necessary information to the Minister of Fuel and Power. 

The title of the Order, which operates from December 31, 1951, is 
the Census of Production (1952) (Returns and Exempted Persons)

Prices of Candles 


A NEW Board of Trade Order which comes into operation on 
November 26 makes certain changes in the control of prices of 
_— wax candles. Maximum prices for manufacturers will 
orth be prescribed in accordance with a non-statutory arrange- 
ment between the Central Price Regulation Committee and the 
manufacturers. The present fixed cash maximum prices for dis- 
tributors will be replaced by the maximum percentage margins on 
the purchase price. 

Manufacturers maximum prices are being reduced by 3s. 3d. a 
case, in consequence of a decrease in the cost of raw material. This 
reduction, however, is offset by the increased cash return to whole- 
ealers resulting from the new wholesale maximum margin of 8 per cent., 
which has been fixed to take account of the rise in costs since the present 
cash return was laid down over seven years ago. A similar increase 
has already been granted to retailers. The net effect of the changes 
mow being made will be to raise the maximum retail price from 
is. 5$d. to 1s. 6d. per Ib.

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Commonwealth Trade in 1950 


SUMMARY statement of the trade of Commonwealth countries 

in 1950, given in a memorandum* published by the Common- 
wealth Economic Committee, shows that the Commonwealth as a 
whole has maintained its position as the world’s largest exporter, while 
as an importer it accounted last year for almost as much as Western 
Europe and about twice as much as the United States ; as compared 
with pre-war, Commonwealth exports in relation to world exports 
increased appreciably while the proportion for imports showed some 
decline. The memorandum sets out the position as under :—

In reviewing the various factors underlying changes in 1950 the 
memorandum points out that perhaps the most important was the 
upturn in commodity prices. In the main this was responsible for 
the increase in exports from Australia and New Zealand (largely on 
account of the continued rise in wool prices) as well as those from 
Ceylon and the Colonies (largely on account of rubber) ; in South 
Africa an important factor was the increase in exports of processed 
gold at values higher than that obtainable for gold bullion. On the 
import side also this factor was prominent, although in most cases to 
a rather less extent ; for the United Kingdom, however, practically 
the whole of the increase in imports was attributable to higher prices. 

The memorandum concludes with a summary which assesses the 
comparative extent of the chief markets for Commonwealth products 
during 1950. Last year the United Kingdom, Western Europe and 
the United States ranked together as the three main markets, imports 
from Commonwealth countries into each of these exceding £1,000 
million. Australia and New Zealand, with the Colonies as a whole, 
ranked next in order, with an import total of some £400 million in 
each case, while Canada, with India, Pakistan and Ceylon taken 
together, each accounted for over £200 million. |

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A Guide to British Exporters 
to the United States 


A GUIDE to United Kingdom firms who are endeavouring to find 
’a way into or expand their activities in the potentially largest dollar 
market has been prepared by the Board of Trade. It is a 63-page 
booklet, “‘ Exporting to the United States of America,” copies of 
which may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches (price 2s. 6d., by post 2s. 9d.). 

The booklet covers a wide field of information of direct value to the 
export trade, and gives carefully compiled guidance on such matters 
as Characteristics of the United States Markct, Entering the Market, 
Selling and Distribution, Sales Promotion, Conduct of Business, 
United States Government Regulations and Guarantees Against 
Export Losses. 

There are nine appendices giving details, among other things, of 
organizations and officials who will help the exporter, names and 
addresses of Board of Trade Regional, Sub- and District Offices, 
the Exports Credits Guarantee Department’s branch offices, United 
States Consular Offices in the United Kingdom, United Kingdom 
Foreign Service Officers in the United States, principal industries of 
the United States, imports into the United States of selected mer-, 
chandise in 1950, and postal and telecommunication services. There: 
is a useful map showing the various States and principal towns. 

The purpose of the booklet is outlined in a foreword by the former 
President of the Board of Trade, Sir Hartley Shawcross, who says :-— 

“We are now faced with two great tasks—to carry through the 
defence programme and at the same time to preserve the economic 
stability and independence of this country, which rest on our export 
trade. It is, therefore, more important than ever to increase the level 
of exports as a whole, and of dollar exports in particular. The 
splendid efforts already made by industry and commerce in the dollar 
markets are reflected in a steady rise in export figures, but we must 
rely upon still more effort to match the greater need and greater 
difficulties of the future. 

“ It is against this background that the Board of Trade are bringing 
out this booklet on ‘ Exporting to the United States of America.’ It 
is not an attempt to teach exporters how to do their own business. 
It is meant rather as an indication of where the main difficulties lie 
in the United States market, and of what may be done to overcome 
them. In particular, we have tried to show where exporters may go 
for assistance if they need it. And we have used the occasion to 
collect in handy form some facts and figures about the market which 
exporters and business visitors to the United States may find helpful.” 

A more detailed review of the booklet will appear in next week’s 
Board of Trade Journal. 


Education for Management 


THE Specialist Team responsible for the production of the Pro- 
ductivity Report on Education for Management in the United 
States published on Monday, was sent there in April of this year at 
the suggestion of the British Institute of Management and under the 
auspices of the Anglo-American Council on Productivity, with 
Economic Co-operation Administration technical assistance. 

The Team, which included chairmen, managing directors and other 
senior managers from industry and commerce, five educationists and 
a trade union representative, makes no claim to have covered the whole 
of the complex system of American business education any more 
than the Americans claim to have found all the answers. 


The main part of the Report is devoted to external facilities, but 
the methods employed by individual companies are briefly described 
with examples of training schemes. 


In its findings the team refers to the fact that all Productivity Teams 
have emphasized the excellence of American management and quite 
a number have associated productivity-mindedness with the pro- 
vision for education and development of executives. The findings 
continue :— 

“ Recent years have shown an enormous expansion of the provision 
in universities and elsewhere in the United States for training in 
administrative studies to prepare suitable men to take their place in 
management at all levels. 

“ Concurrently, a great deal of attention is being given to the 
selection of men suitable for higher management and the provision 
of appropriate practical experience. Their careers are planned to 
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develop the qualities, experience and techniques required in manage- 
ment. 

“The majority of efficient American firms are convinced of the 
practical value of these developments.” 

To sum up, the Team believes American experience to have shown 

“‘ that productivity and education for management are closely related. 
The subject is of such vital importance to Britain that industry as a 
whole should study means for promoting educational experiments for 
executive development ; ; individual firms should review their 
programmes in the light of American experience, and education 
authorities should consider how they can best encourage and develop 
administrative studies.”

Collection of Non-Ferrous Scrap 
Metal 


CRAP non-ferrous metal has, so far this year, provided a higher 

proportion of the country’s total requirements than in 1950. This 
high level of consumption, states the Ministry of Supply, has only 
been maintained through the running down of stocks. 

It is, therefore, of vital importance that all sections of industry should 
turn out and dispose of every available item of non-ferrous scrap. 

Copper scrap at present forms 41 per cent. of total consumption, 
compared with 37 per cent. in 1950. Lead scrap consumption remains 
at 50 per cent. of the total, but consumption of zinc scrap has risen 
from 28 per cent. of the total last year to 35 per cent. in 1951. 

The high prices obtainable at present have already brought out 
most scrap metal, but it is probable that there are still redundant 
stocks of components and obsolete plant and equipment lying in 
workshops and yards in many parts of the country. 

Among other equipment and fittings likely to prove a valuable 
source of scrap are bearings, brackets, bushes, electrical fittings, 
electric cables, filter press plates, gas fittings, gear wheels, motor 
radiators and fittings, nameplates, piping, pumps, shop-front fittings, 
tubing, valves, waterheaters and coolers. 

In addition, much machinery, especially electric motors and 
dynamos, though made principally of iron and steel, also contains 
proportions of non-ferrous metals. 

All these should be turned over to scrap dealers. Prices obtainable 
for non-ferrous scrap vary, according to quality and quantity, but the 
following list is a rough guide :—

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Reduction in Import Quotas of Certain Goods up 
to June 30, 1952 


HE Chancellor of the Exchequer announced in the House of 

Commons on November 7, 1951, that it would be necessary, 

because of the deterioration in the United Kingdom’s balance of 
payments position, to make reductions in a selected list of imports 
from certain foreign countries. To implement this decision, the 
Board of Trade revoked, with effect from November 8, 1951, Open 
Licences under which the goods affected had hitherto been imported 
freely from these countries (Notice to Importers No. 463). Importers 
were simultaneously invited in Notice to Importers No. 464 to apovly 
for separate licences to import certain commodities. These two 
Notices appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on November 10 
(page 961). 

As stated in Notice to Importers No. 466, reproduced on page 1074 
of this issue, goods in transit shown to the satisfaction of the Com- 
missioners of Customs and Excise to have been en route before 
November 8, 1951, will be admitted without an import licence. 
Waiver of import licence is limited to such consignments and goods 
not actually en route before the prescribed date will not be admitted 
without an import licence notwithstanding that the goods have been 
paid for or that irrevocable credits have been opened or that shipping 
space has been booked in respect of them. 


The Board of Trade now announce (in Notice to Importers No. 
467) that imports of the items on which it has been necessary to impose 
the new restrictions will be licensed in accordance with the following 
arrangements. 


The items listed in Schedule I below consist mainly of manufactured 
goods and foodstuffs; licences will be issued, on application being 
made, for the values shown in Column 2 of the Schedule. In allocat- 
ing individual licences within the quotas, account will be taken of the 
volume of imports made by individual applicants during the period 
January 1, 1951, to June 30, 1951. Licences for most commodities 


will be valid until June 30, 1952, and importers will be free, within 
the value of their licences, to import from any one or more of the 
countries covered by them®. 


Certain foodstuffs, machinery and manufactured goods, which 
are listed in Schedule II, will be subject to special licensing arrange- 
ments. 


The reduction in imports of raw materials affected by the new 
measures will not be very great. Imports of dressed leather will be 
allowed in at the same rate (by value) as in the first half of 1951; the 
quantities of veneers and privately imported plywood should in 
general be at the rate of the imports in the 12 months period July 1950 
to June 1951. Details of the rate of pulp, paper-making materials, 
paper and board imports will be announced later. As announced by 
the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, arrangements are being 
worked out for the reversion to private trade of softwood, and further 
details of the licensing arrangements will also be announced later. 


Imports of plywood from Finland will continue to be on public 
account. Licences for dressed or dyed strips, sacs, plates and linings 
of furskins, will be valid for imports originating in and consigned from 
the U.S.S.R. in addition to the other permitted countries.

Revocation of Open General Import Licences 


OLLOWING PUBLICATION in the Board of Trade Journal on 

November 10 (page 961) of Notices to Importers Nos. 463 and 464, 

dealing with the revocation of Open General Import licences, the 
Import Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade, Romney House, 
Tufton Street, London, S.W.1, have now issued Notice to Importers 
No. 466. ‘This corrects certain errors and omissions which occurred 
in Notices to Importers Nos. 463 and 464, and makes certain minor 
amendments to Notice to Importers No. 458, referred to in the Board 
of Trade Journal on October 27 (page 839), mostly consequential 
upon the changes announced in Notices to Importers 463 and 464. 

The Open General Licence referred to in Appendix II of Notice to 
Importers No. 458 has been further amended in respect of the items 
shown in Schedule I below which originate in and are consigned 
from countries other than the Scheduled Territories (which at present 
comprise the British Commonwealth [except Canada], British Trust 
Territories, British Protectorates and Protected States, Burma, the 
Irish Republic, Iraq, Iceland and Jordan), Muscat and Oman. The 
effect of these amendments is that the items deleted from Appendix II 
to Notice to Importers No. 458 and handkerchiefs other than the types 
specified in the amendment will require an import licence as from 
November 16, 1951, if they originate in or are consigned from countries 
other than those listed above. Goods in transit which are shown to 
the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs and Excise to have 
been en route before November 16, 1951, will be admitted without 
an import licence. 

Notices to Importers Nos. 463 and 464 are amended as shown below 
in Schedules II and III. 

The Board of Trade wish to make it clear that the amendments 
made in Schedule I to this Notice and in Notice to Importers No. 463 
to the Open General Licence referred to in Appendices II and III 
of Notice to Importers No. 458, do not apply if the goods affected by 
these amendments originate in and are consigned from the Scheduled 
Territories (Sterling Area), Muscat and Oman. In other words, all 
goods referred to in Appendices II and III of Notice to Importers 
No. 458 may be imported, as hitherto, without import licence if 
consigned from and originating in the Scheduled Territories, Muscat 
and Oman. 

It was stated in Notice to Importers No. 463 that goods in transit 
shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
to have been en route before November 8, 1951, will be admitted 
without an import licence. Waiver of import licence is limited to 
such consignments, and goods not actually en route before the 
prescribed date will not be admitted without an import licence not- 
withstanding that the goods have been paid for or that irrevocable 


credits have been opened or that shipping space has been booked in 
respect of them. D 

All applications for licences to import the commodities listed in

Jewellers and Silversmiths Book 


Extra Space for 1952 B.LF. 


THE National Jewellers’ Association announces that more than 120 
firms of jewellers, silversmiths and allied trades have booked space 
at the 1952 British Industries Fair to be held from May 5 to 16. 

For the 1951 Festival Year Fair a total of 142 firms stuged a special 
exposition of the industry’s craft and latest productions, occupying 
30,361 sq. ft. of stand space. Already the space booked for i982 
has exceeded 32,000 sq. ft 


Designs for the layout of what is popularly called “‘ Millionaires’ 
Row ” in the National Hall at Olympia, London, are not yet complete. 
Several changes are anticipated this year. One innovation visualised 
by the two trade associations is a centrally-placed composite booth 
to be shared with the National Jewellers’ Association. The booth 
would provide a central bureau where buyers and press from home and 
overseas could obtain the fullest information of exhibits and exhibiting 
firms and also details of sections of the industry not represented within 
the Fair. 


The National Jewellers’ Association state that in spite of difficulties 
which beset jewellers, silversmiths and horologists at the present 
time, individual members of the industry are keeping well up with 
contemporary design to meet the newest trends of fashion and public 
taste in all parts of the world. Buyers visiting the 1952 British 
Industries Fair will find firms maintaining a bold and optimistic 
outlook, 


Although a large number of new developments are now in course 
of preparation for the next British Industries Fair many details will 
not be known until early in the New Year. Nevertheless, the National 
Jewellers’ Association are able to point to some interesting new lines 
in the field of costume jewellery, watches, and cutlery. 


A number of leading firms will show completely new ranges of 
costume jewellery. These will feature some of the latest imitation 
stones, such as very fine synthetic moonstones and opals in modern 
settings. Other stones will be set in brooches, necklets, ear-rings and 
bracelets to match new claw settings designed for strength and 
durability. One well-known company will show imitation pearls of 
very fine quality, including three-row bracelets set on spring wire. 
The bracelets slip easily over the hand and are claimed to be much 
stronger and safer than roped pearls strung on thread. 

Many new lines of watches, cases, straps and watch bracelets will 
be, shown—in all standards of gold, silver, rolled gold, nickel chrome 
and steel. One novel design of watch bracelets to be supplied in 
chromium, one-tenth quality rolled gold, 18 carat gold, or 9 carat 
gold metal lined, is a fully flexible snake pattern with a patented spring 
arrangement which allows the article to be pulled over the hand. 


There is no snap on the bracelet, but two long compression springs 
inside reduce the possibility of breakage to a minimum. 


New lines shown by a firm specializing in the manufacture of 
scissors, tweezers and manicure sets will include fine leather scissor 
and manicure outfits which comprise three pairs of scissors in various 
sizes set in an attractive silk-lined zipper leather case. 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament. 


THURSDAY NOVEMBER 15 


Legislation on Weights and Measures 

Asked whether it was now proposed to introduce legislation dealing 
with the points covered by the Committee on Weights and Measures, 
the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, replied 
that he was studying the Committee’s report and would make a 
statement later on the question of possible legislation. 


MONDAY NOVEMBER 19 


Prices of Ropes, Twines and Fishing Nets 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, said he was aware of the concern felt in the fishing industry 
at the large increases in prices of ropes, twines and fishing nets over 
the last six years. ‘These increases were mainly attributable to the 
rises in prices of the imported raw materials from which these articles 
were made, namely, sisal, manila and cotton, the cost of which was 
by far the biggest element in the manufacturers’ total costs. 

No substantial reduction in present prices of the finished articles 
could be expected until there was a substantial fal in world prices of 
the raw materials. 


Reports by Monopolies Commission 

Asked what further reports of the Monopolies Commission he 
expected to be presented before the end of the year, the President 
said he understood that a further report from thé Commission was 
not likely to be made this year. As the questioner knew, the Com- 
mission had already reported this year on the Supply of Cast Iron 
Rainwater Goods and on the Supply of Electric Lamps. 


Sulphur and Sulphuric Acid 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Henry Hopkinson, said that 
plans were well under way to recover sulphur in this country from 
oil refinery gases and coking plants, and to produce sulphuric acid 
from native anhydrite. All possible action was being taken to facilitate 
the supply of construction materials and plant required. 


Scrap from Germany 

Asked whether he would take immediate steps to improve the 
scrap allocation from Germany over the next six months, the Minister 
of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, replied that the United Kingdom's 
share of available ferrous scrap from Germany was governed by an 
Agreement concluded last September between the British, American 
and West German Governments. 


Value of Rearmament Contracts 

During the twelve months up to the end of September, the total value 
of the rearmament contracts placed by the Ministry of Supply was 
* approximately £1,000 million it was stated. To quote figures for 
individual months would be misleading since they often included 
substantial adjustments to earlier contracts. 


Cars Re-imported into United Kingdom 

Asked if the 4,000 new cars about to be re-imported into this 
country are to be re-exported or to remain in the home market, Mr. 
Sandys said it was for the manufacturers to decide where they would 
sell the cars which they re-imported into this country. 


Deliveries of American Steel 

Questioned what action he had taken to obtain delivery of American 
steel still outstanding under contract to Britain, Mr. Sandys replied 
that the orders were commercial transactions between the British 
Iron and Steel Corporation Ltd., and individual steel companies in 
the United States. The Ministry of Supply was doing everything 
possible to help the Corporation to expedite deliveries. 


TUESDAY NOVEMBER 20 


Trade with U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe 

Asked what steps he intended to take to increase trade with the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and the countries of Eastern 
Europe, Mr. Hopkinson replied that except in the case of Hungary, 
where special considerations were involved, we were buying all we 
could afford from the Soviet countries in Europe, including consider- 
able supplies of feedingstuffs, timber, and foodstuffs such as bacon. 
Strategic considerations, shortages of raw materials and the demands 


of our rearmament programme would make any increase in our exports 
difficult unless these countries were willing to take some of the wide 
range of consumer goods which we had available for export. Of such 
willingness there was at present little sign. 


Imports of Roll Films 

Mr. Hopkinson gave the following figures for imports into the United 
Kingdom of unexposed roll films and film packs (other than cinemato-

Monopolies Commission and Nationalized Industries 


Asked if he would refer the nationalized industries to the Mono- 
polies Commission for investigation, Mr. Strauss replied that there 
was no power under existing legislation to refer the nationalized indus- 
tries to the Monopolies Commission for investigation and report. 
This was one of the matters which the President of the Board of Trade 
was considering in preparing new legislation. 


Exports of Aircraft and Engine Spares to Egypt 

The value of engines, air frame and engine spares, including tyres 
and tubes, exported to Egypt from June 1 to September 30, 1951, was 
£258,000, about a third of which represented exports to British Over- 
seas Airways Corporation and their associates, it was stated. 


Copying of British Textile Designs 

The President was asked if he was aware that Japanese firms were 
already copying British designs in textiles, and what steps he was taking 
to protect our industries in this respect. 

Mr. Hopkinson said he was not aware that this was being done on 
any considerable scale, but if the questioner had any information on 
the subject he would be pleased to consider it. In the past two years 
His Majesty’s Government had brought several cases of the copying 
of textile designs to the attention of the Japanese authorities, who 
prevented the further use of the designs. We expected to receive the 
continued co-operation of the Japanese authorities in this matter in 
accordance with the Declaration in the Preamble of the Peace Treaty 
and with Japan’s obligations under the Industrial Property Convention 
of 1934. It was also important that United Kingdom traders should 
help themselves by registering their designs in their principal markets. 
Prices of Toys 

Questioned on the prices of toys during the Christmas season, 
Mr. Strauss replied he was glad to say that plenty of toys of nearly 
every kind were available to the public. Competition was keen, and 
if the public bought with discrimination they would get value for 
their money. Price control was not considered to be necessary. 


Food Parcels from Abroad 


Mr. Hopkinson said that existing arrangements permitted the entry 
duty free and without import licence of bona fide unsolicited gift food 
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parcels addressed to individuals in this country provided that they 

were clearly marked as gifts and did not exceed 22 Ibs. gross in weight. 

There was no restriction on size other than that applicable to postal 

parcels, or on content, except on parcels from the Irish Republic. 
He saw no grounds at present for varying this arrangement. 


Tariff Barriers and International Trade 


The President was asked about tariff barriers and other restrictions 
on international trade, with especial reference to the wool textile 
industry. 

Mr. Hopkinson replied that the Government were well aware of 
the difficulties facing the wool trade in export markets and of the 
importance of maintaining and, indeed, of increasing the volume of 
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our exports of wool textiles. The President hoped shortly to discuss 
these matters with a deputation from the industry. 

Our own balance of payments difficulties and the restrictions which 
beset world trade to-day made it more necessary than ever to avail 
ourselves of every opportunity to secure freer entry for our exports to 
overseas markets, and this would continue to be the primary object of 
policy in all trade negotiations. 

Asked what steps he would take to ensure that timber continued to 
be imported through South Wales ports when softwood b uying passed 
out of Government hands, Mr. Hopkinson said he thought it must be 
left to the importers and the shippers to decide which ports in was 
most convenient and economical to use, but he could see no reason 
why timber should cease to be imported through South Wales ports. 


Allocations of Raw Materials Made to United Kingdom by 
International Materials Conference 


IN THE House of Commons on Monday, the Secretary for Overseas 

Trade, Mr. Henry Hopkinson, was asked to report on the progress 
being made by the International Materials Conference on the allocation 
of raw materials to the United Kingdom and supplies received. 

Mr. Hopkinson referred the questioner to an article which appeared 
in the Board of Trade Journal last week (page 1023) which summarizes 
the progress made by the I.M.C. and sets out the activities of the 
individual committees. 

He also gave the table, which appears below, comparing the alloca- 
tions made to the United Kingdom with the actual supplies of material 
which have been or are expected to be made available for United 
Kingdom consumption under these allocations. 

Mr. Hopkinson was also asked whether any action was being taken 


to bring about international buying and price controls, and, further, 
whether any progress was being made with the allocation of wool and 
newsprint. He replied that, as regards price control, the position was 
that the Tungsten-Molybdenum Committee of 1.M.C. were actually 
working on a long-term agreement providing for minimum and 
maximum prices which, under the orderly allocation of materials by 
the conference, would help to lessen violent fluctuations of prices 
throughout the world. 

As regards the second point, Mr. Hopkinson said the position was 
that while the Committee had not so far produced any great results, 
it must not be regarded entirely as a failure because it was watching 
the situation, and if a serious shortage developed it would, perhaps, 
be in a position to step in and make some further proposals.

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World Wool Situation 


THE OUTSTANDING feature of the wool market in October was 
the sharp day-to-day fluctuations in prices which only subsided 
in the final week of the month, states Wool Intelligence®* for November. 
Prices rose very sharply until October 8, then fell almost equally 
sharply until October 16 ; they rose again until October 22, only to 
fall once more until October 25. It was noticeable that each succeed- 
ing high and low point in the price movements was less extreme than 
its predecessor ; in other words, the range of fluctuation gradually 
diminished. The wide day-to-day movements which have occurred 
make it difficult to assess the longer-term course of wool prices. Since 
the third week of September the general trend has been upward. The 
relatively stable level of prices during the last week of October was 
about 40 per cent. above the low point of September 20. But it was 
still a 1 tile lower than the opening level of the season at the end of 
August and about 30 per cent. below the average for October 1950. 


The announcement made on October 18 that the Ministry of 
Materials was proposing to stockpile up to 40 million Ib. (clean) of raw 
wool during the present selling season marks an important development 
in Government policy. Until the early months of this year large 
stocks of Joint Organization wool were held in this country and could 
be relied upon to meet any emergency demand. Now that these 
stocks have been liquidated and the Joint Organization is no longer 
likely to function as a stock holding body, the Government has found 
it necessary to accumulate its own strategic reserve of raw wool. No 
* undue disturbance of the world market is expected to result from this 
_ new policy since the quantity to be bought is relatively small, and 
purchases are to be made over a period of time through normal trade 
channels by the British Wool Federation acting on behalf of the 
Government. 


World consumption of virgin wool declined sharply by about 20 per 
cent. in the third quarter of 1951 and was about 30 per cent. smaller 
_ than in the corresponding quarter of 1950. The fall was only partly 
due to seasonal influences. Consumption in the United States 
decline by 25 per cent., in France by 23 per cent. and in Belgium by 
34 per cent. Smaller declines were recorded in the United Kingdom 
(14 per cent.) and Italy (18 per cent.). German consumption, in 
contrast, increased slightly and an increase is also provisionally 
estimated for Japan. World consumption during the first nine months 
of the year is estimated at an annual rate (allowing for seasonal 
variation) of about 2,200 million ib. (clean basis), compared with a 
total of 2,642 million lb. for 1950, though the total for the twelve 
months may prove to be up to 5 per cent. larger than this figure. The 
consumption of materials other than virgin wool by the wool textile 
industry also declined during the third quarter, though not as sharply 
as that of virgin wool. It was the first decline since the aggregate 
statistics were first recorded at the beginning of 1950. Consumption 
in the United States declined by about 15 per cent., in the United 
Kingdom by 12 per cent., in France by 31 per cent., in Italy by 10 per 
cent., and in Belgium by 48 per cent. The decline in German 
consumption was only 2 per cent. 


Exports of raw wool from the five chief exporting countries 
(Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, Argentina and Uruguay) 
during August amounted to under 50 million Ib. (actual weight), or 
less than half the amount shipped in August 1950. Incomplete 
returns so far received for September indicate that exports in that 
month, too, will be at a much lower level than last year. One reason 
for the decline was the absence of sales in Australia of Joint Organiza- 
tion stocks in the closing months of the 1950-51 season. Such sales 
were quite large towards the close of the previous season. 


The estimates of the 1950-51 clean yield conversion factors for the 
chief types of wool entering world trade have now been agreed by the 
special Clean Yields Sub-Committee appointed by the Wool Statistics 
Advisory Committee of the Commonwealth Economic Committee. 
Details are given in the November issue of Wool Intelligence.

PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn during the 
week ended November 3, 1951, was 22-45 million lb., compared with 
22-45 million lb. the previous week and 21-87 million lb. for the 
corresponding week of 1950. 
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Supplies of Consumer Goods to 


the Home Market 


ADDITIONAL FIGURES of supplies to the home market are 
given below for those classes of goods for which they have most 
recently become available. 

The amount of tobacco retained for home consumption in August 
was 3 per cent. lower than in July, or in August 1950. The average 
monthly rate in the first eight months of this year, however, indicates 
that consumption has continued at a higher rate than in 1949, when 
it was at the lowest post-war level. 


Total domestic pottery supplies to the home market in the period 
July-September were lower than in the second quarter, following the 
usual pattern of recent years. This fall was common to all types, but 
in every case supplies were higher than a year ago. Supplies of 
domestic cutlery bore much the same relation to those in earlier 
periods ; in the three months July-September, the value of supplies 
of both spoons and forks and other domestic cutlery was lower than 
in the second quarter, but higher than a year earlier.

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United Kingdom Paper 


Quarter 


NITED KINGDOM production of paper and board in the third 
quarter of 1951 conformed to the now-familiar pattern of recent 
years. A sharp drop in production in July and August occasioned 
by summer holidays was succeeded by a smart recovery in September. 
In fact, output of paper in September, at 102 per cent. of pre-war, 
was the highest yet recorded, whilst board production, at 136 per cent. 
of pre-war, fell only slightly short of the previous record rate. 
Although all categories of paper and board shared in this seasonal 
movement, newsprint output for the quarter was less adversely 
affected than production of most other types. Production of news- 
print in the third quarter was slightly higher than in the preceding 
quarter and the rate of output in September, at 72 per cent. of pre- 
war, was the highest recorded since June 1950. 


Table I.

Compared with the corresponding quarter a year ago, production 
of paper was up by 6 per cent. and that of board by 3 per cent. 

Waste paper collections continued to improve during the quarter, 
though less rapidly than had been hoped. Stocks increased as a 
result of the lower rate of consumption in the holiday months. But 
though the supply position has improved, there are no grounds for 
complacency, since collections normally fall off in the winter months. 

The figures in Tables I and II below give weekly average pro- 
duction (in tons) of various types of paper and board, together with 
percentages of average weekly production immediately before the 
war, for the months July to September. Figures relating to earlier 
months appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 8 
(page 539).

“Traffic of the Airways Corporations 

‘THE volume of r traffic carried by United Kingdom airlines 
‘in August 1951 was, for the third successive month, the highest ever 
recorded. Nearly 200,000 passengers were carried and 114 million 
‘passenger-miles flown during the month. 

British Overseas Airways Corporation flew 68 million passenger- 
miles, or 34 per cent. more than in August 1950. The greatest increase 
twas recorded in the Corporation’s Eastern Area. The withdrawal of 
the London-Singapore freighter service because of fuel shortage in 
Asia led to a fall in the total amount of freight carried compared with 
August 1950, although there was a substantial increase in freight 
traffic in B.O.A.C’s Western Area. 
| The seasonal expansion of British European Airways’ traffic con- 
tinued, and 44 million passenger-miles were flown, compared with 
34 million in August 1950 and 40 million in July 1951. More freight 

carried by B.E.A. than in any previous month. The passenger 
-factor on services operated by the Corporation’s British Division 
was 81 per cent. compared with 66 per cent. in August last year. 

Freight ton-miles flown by Associate Companies were 187 per cent. 
higher than in August 1950. This was largely due to increased 
traffic on the cross-channel car ferry service of Silver City Airways Ltd.

Copper, Its Ores, Mining and Extraction. In response to requests

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Wool Production and Trade, 1950-1 


THE PERIOD covered by this review includes the steep rise in raw 
wool prices in the first three quarters of the season, followed by an 
equally spectacular fal] in the final quarter, which more or less offset 
the large increase in the preceding months. It refers also to the fall 
in the rate of wool consumption in the first six months of 1951, 
following the high level attained in 1950 ; the decline in 1951, which 
occu: principally in the United Kingdom and the United States, 
is attributed to growing resistance to the high level of raw wool prices, 
and it is noted that retail sales of wool textiles began to decline also. 


The volume, which includes detailed data on sheep numbers, wool 
production and trade in raw wool in the main countries concerned, 
outlines the major developments which have led up to the present 
situation. It is shown how Australian output, by far the largest in 
the world, again increased substantially ; in South Africa also pro- 
duction increased and in New Zealand there was a slight decline, 
while in Argentina and Uruguay, the other main producing countries, 
output rose slightly. In 1950-51, however, exports from these five 
countries were reduced to quite an appreciable degree, mainly as a 
result of the waterfront strike in New Zealand ; other contributing 
factors were the sharp fall in Argentine exports and the much smaller 
transfers of wartime stocks from Australia and New Zealand to the 
United Kingdom.

Trade Opportunities in Liberia for British Exporters 


The article below was written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s Minister and Consul-General in 
Monrovia. The Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, 1.C. House, Millbank, London, 
S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any questions arising out of the article. 


IBERIA, though the smallest of the dollar countries, is a poten- 
ially expanding market. In 1948, a modern harbour was opened 
and is handling an increasing tonnage. 
An American company has recently started mining operations and 
it is hoped to produce 1,000,000 tons of very high grade iron ore a 
year. The American Government has also initiated a comprehensive 
Technical Assistance programme under Point Four Aid involving the 
expenditure of $30,000,000 on the development of communications, 
agriculture and mineral resources during the next five years, which, 
it is anticipated, will in a few years open up the largely untapped 
hinterland of the country. Sufficient is known, however, to suggest 
that considerable production of palm oil, palm kernels, cocoa and 
coffee should be possible and that there are valuable min¢ral 
deposits. Improved produce inspection which has been initiated 
should ensure fair prices in the world markets. Thus, the future 
should see an increased demand for goods, particularly those with 
a ready sale in West Africa. 


Quality and Eye Appeal 

While the number of people of wealth in the country is restricted, 
there is a readiness to buy goods which are of reasonable quality and 
are attractive to the eye. There is a preference for American goods 
and American styles and packings have a firm hold on the local market, 
but with the anticipated expansion in demand there should be a 
market for any goods which meet the test of attractiveness, fair quality 
and price. 

Speed of delivery is essential if losses are not to be sustained and in 
this respect the United Kingdom is badly served in the absence of 
scheduled British sailings. The delivery position has deteriorated 
further in the past 12 months, particularly vis-a-vis the United States 
of America, from which fast scheduled services have increased since 
the beginning of the year, and purchasers who would have preferred 
to “‘ buy British ” have had to place their orders elsewhere. Germany 
is again entering the trade with a service of small! vessels. It is 
important that all correspondence with firms in Liberia should be 
conducted by air mail. 

Before dealing in any detail with the type of goods in demand,’it 
may be convenient to enumerate them. 

Textiles, especially cotton piece-goods, haberdashery, hardware, 
hollow-ware and provisions are amongst the most important imports 
which offer fair scope for British manufacturers. 


Textiles 


There is a good market for bleached and vat-dyed poplins and 
shirtings in plain colours, provided they can compete in price with 
American and Japanese supplies. Drills and twills also sell steadily, 
but the United States army shade of khaki is the only one preferred. 
Green Perth shades or red khaki are practically unsaleable in this 
market. Cheap printed cotton material in bright designs for ladies’ 
dresses sells well, but must compete in design and price with what 
Americans call printed percales. Coloured cotton and rayon brocades 
are also saleable, but white brocades are not popular, nor are striped 
shirtings or pyjama stripes. 

Real India Madras and imitation Madras headkerchiefs sell well, 
but the market is faced with strong competition from Japan. African 
prints should be in 48 in. widths. 


Rayon headties and mufflers, hemmed and boxed in dozens are in 
demand. Rayon dress materials in white, plain colours and bright 
printed designs sell well, provided the price is not more than $1 per 
yard. In these lines, Germany, Japan and Austria have entered the 
market at competitive prices. 

The demand for indigo blue bafts and salempores is limited and 
there is practically no market for domestics or crimp stripes, woven 
stripes or checks. The demand for yarn for local weaving is limited 


but may show some increase in view of the reawakened interest in 
native crafts. 

The outlet for light-weight tropical suitings in plain greys, fawns 
and chalk stripes is strictly limited on account of the price. E 
weight suitings do not sell at all, as Liberians requiring suits in which 
to travel abroad get them through mail order houses in the United 
States, or through multiple tailoring firms in the United Kingdom. 

In haberdashery goods, ready-made clothing and wearing apparel, 
the American types and styles are preferred to any other. 

Women’s and Men’s Wear 

Men’s canvas shoes with rubber or crepe soles, both white and 
coloured, are in steady demand and rubber-soled canvas hockey boots 
are popular. Light-weight leather shoes in black, brown or in two 
tones sell well, but rubber composition soles are much preferred to 
leather. In women’s shoes, bright coloured sandal types find a ready © 
market, but they should not be of the flat-heeled type. 

Rubber Wellington boots and umbrellas, men’s and women’s, sell 
well during the rainy season. Cheap cotton and woollen slipovers ~ 
patterned on American college styles are also popular during the © 
** cooler ” weather. 

Men’s headwear is another field where preference is strongly ~ 
American and light-weight felts with wide snap brims, rainproo’ 
straws with fancy coloured bands, and wide-brimmed sewn rain- 
proofed poplin hats are most popular. ‘Tropical helmets are also in 
moderate demand, but there is little scope for women’s hats. 

Where shirts are concerned, the preference is for American pattern 
short-tailed coat-style shirts in white and plain colours in light 
broad-cloths and poplins with semi-stiff collars attached. Quality 
and cut with three sleeve lengths for each collar size are first require- 
ments in any attempt to enter the market in this line, and it should be 
remembered that stripes do not appeal to local taste. The American 
type of shirt worn outside the trousers in white, cream, plain colours 
and in bright printed designs sell well. Various types of half-sleeve 
and sleeveless singlets are in evidence everywhere in white and bright 
colours. 

There is a limited demand for women’s underwear in cheap rayon 
and interlock materials in colours ; white is unpopular. Fully 
fashioned American type 51 gauge, 15 denier nylon stockings are the 
most popular. For these and men’s half-hose in cotton, rayon or 
nylon, attractive packings are essential. 

Other Goods 


Cheap cotton blankets from India are finding a ready sale, as are 
towels from Belgium, Holland and Japan. 
Earthenware, Enamelware and C 

Enamel plates and basins, galvanized buckets, earthenware soup 
plates, bowls, vegetable dishes and iron hollow-ware, all of the cheapest 
types, are in steady demand. Cheap cutlery also sells well but should 
be of nickel silver and not of tinned steel. 

Tinned and Canned Goods 

There is a considerable market for all types of provisions, but 
packing is important. The tins, which should have bright and 
attractive labels, must arrive in good condition, as damaged tins are 
taken as an indication of inferior-quality goods. 

Beer and Whisky 

American canned beer sells well, but has been overhauled by 
German and Dutch bottled beers, which are entering the market in 
increasing quantities. 

There is a marked preference for established brands of Scotch 
whisky. A luxury tax of $1 a bottle is levied on all brands. There 
is a small demand for good gin 
Pipes, Tobacco, Cigars and Cigarettes 

Pipes, tobacco, cigars and cigarettes of British manufacture are 
unlikely to make much headway in this market as the popular brands

of American cigarettes are supreme and British brands of pipe tobacco 
and cigarettes are too strong for Liberian palates. Leaf tobacco of a 
medium-light colour packed in cases rather than bales is saleable in 
moderate quantities. 


Electrical and Other Goods 


American fittings are mostly used locally. Torchlights in attractive 
colours or finishes sell well. ‘There is little sale for the utilitarian 
patterns. British batteries have not proved satisfactory and the 
American longlasting type are selling well. 

Hurricane lanterns made in Germany are in popular demand. 

Native type hoes sell steadily but with the development of the 
Point Four Programme there may be a future limited demand for 
more effective tools, as well as agricultural machinery. 


Building Materials 


With the considerable increase in Government and private building 
there is a growing demand for cement in bags, builders’ supplies, 
plumbing materials and builders’ hardware, paints and distempers. 
Aluminium sheets are preferred to zinc ones, due to the high degree of 
corrosion in the climate. Building rods are mostly supplied from 
Germany and Belgium. There should also be a market for inexpen- 
sive modern furniture and household goods, but design, colour, e' ete, 
must be attractive. 


Motor Vehicles 


The market for motor vehicles of passenger or commercial type is 
still restricted, as there are very few roads and for the most part they 
are in poor condition. It is realized, however, that communications 
and transport are a first essential in the development of the country 
and an increasing number of trucks and cars will be required. Only 
the most sturdy vehicles have any chance of survival, as rough roads 
and hard usage put a severe strain on every part. 

There are one or two service stations for American cars, but there 
are not sufficient skilled motor mechanics to cope with the regular 
servicing and frequent repair jobs. Only two or three British cars 
have been tried out in Liberia, but without much success. In the 
circumstances American cars have captured the market and a deter- 
mined effort would be required to introduce British makes. It would 
be necessary to find a suitable agent to establish a service station and 
stock a sufficiency of spare parts. Improvement in communications 
might give British cars a better chance in the future. 

In view of the extremely heavy rains, passenger cars of the sedan 
type without sunshine roof, and covered vans are the most suitable. 
A six-volt electrical system would be an advantage in present circum- 
stances in view of the difficulty of finding even temporary replacements 
of twelve-volt batteries. Heavy duty tyres of American makes and 
sizes are the only ones to be found in the market. 

Most of the business in Liberia is in the hands of a few foreign 
trading firms with wide experience of West African requirements.

Denmark and Italy 


A. TRADE AGREEMENT between Denmark and Italy was signed 





in Rome on October 24, 1951. The agreement covers the 
October 18, 1951, to October 14, 1952, and provides for a large in- 
crease in trade between the two countries. 


The principal exports from Denmark will be horses, cattle for 
slaughter, salt and dried fish, cryolite, diesel and other engines, cement- 
making machinery, butter and seed potatoes. Italian exports will 
include textile piece-goods and yarns, fodders, hemp, wines, citrus 
fruits, rice, almonds and kernels, and office and other machinery.

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Reduction of Italian Customs Duties 


THE Italian Gazetta officiale of November 3 reports the text of a 
Presidential Decree (No. 1125 dated November 1, 1951) which 
provides, for the period up to March 3, 1952, reductions on customs 
duties now in force and lays down additional rules for the preliminary 
application of the new Customs Tariff. The Decree came into 
force on November 4. 


The following is a translation of the relevant articles of the Decree : 


ArTicLe 1 

From the date of application of the present decree up to March 31,1952, 
the customs duties actually in force are reduced by 10 per cent. 

In the application of the duties as above reduced fractions of not greater 
than half per cent. are disregarded but fractions greater than this are counted 
as a whole number. 

ARTICLE 2 


The reduction referred to in the preceding article does not apply :-— 
(a) to the goods included under Chapters IX (coffee, tea and spices), 
XXII (beverages, alcoholic liquids, vinegars), XXIV (tobaccos), 
XLI (furskins and rriery manufactures), LXXI (fine pearls, 
precious stones and the like, precious metals and works of these 
materials, imitation jewellery), XCI (watches and clocks).*

Minister, for which the duties in force remain unaltered.

THE Irish Republic Revenue Commissioners Notice No 583 
announces the Emergency Imposition of Duties (No. 265) (Pot 
Scourers) Order, 1951, which imposes a duty from November 12, 


1951, of 334 per cent. ad val. Full rate, or 22% per cent. ad val., 
Preferential (United Kingdom and Canada only), on :—

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Exports to Argentina 


HE Board of Trade has received advice by telegram from Buenos 

Aires of the issue by the Argentine Central Bank of two circulars 
(Circulars 1529 and 1530, dated November 9) specifying the goods 
for which the Bank will consider applications for prior exchange 
permits for imports from the United Kingdom following the con- 
clusion in September last of the discussions of the Mixed Consultative 
Commission on Anglo-Argentine trade. 

The imports concerned are iron and steel and manufactures thereof ; 
electrical and radio cables, materials, and apparatus ; meters ; tools ; 
accessories for lamps ; sheet glass; abrasives ; solders ; textile 
yarns ; industrial textiles ; seeds and plants ; spare parts for motor 
vehicles, bicycles, motor cycles, aeroplanes, and ships ; tyres and 
tubes ; surgical, etc., instruments and apparatus ; industrial acids ; 
paints, etc. ; resins ; animal and plant health products ; explosives, 
etc. ; sundry chemical products ; drugs ; cotton, woollen, linen, silk, 
and rayon piece-goods ; embroidery and narrow fabrics ; cutlery ; 
clocks and watches ; tiles ; table china and earthenware ; sanitary 
ware ; glass tableware and crystal ; oilcloth, linoleum, felt base ; 
musical instruments ; hops ; whisky ; books; raw materials for 
gramophone records. 

Applications for import licences for precision instruments and for 
spare parts for machinery, vehicles, and ships, must be lodged by 
January 9 ; for the remainder, by December 10. 


A further announcement will be made in the Board of Trade Journal 
as soon as full details have been received. 


Argentina 
Import Regulations 


BY Circular No. 1507 of September 6, 1951, the Argentine Central 
Bank announce that they will consider applications from recognized 
importers and industrialists for exchange permits for imports from 
any country of spare parts for industrial and agricultural machinery 
to be financed by instalments.

The voltage of motors of prohibited types specified in Public Notice 
No. 23-LT.C.(P.N.)/51 of February 2, 1951 (see Board of Trade Journal 
on February 24, 1951) should be read as “* 400/440 ” instead of “* 400/400.” 
The provisions of this notice apply to all types of licences, including “* Capital 
Goods,” “‘ Heavy Electrical Plant”? and ‘‘ Machine Tool Control ” issued 
on or after February 2, 1951. 

Where in the case of a licence issued subsequent to February 2, 1951, for 
the import of machinery, including motors of restricted types, as an integral 
part of the machinery, the precise number and specifications of the banned 
motors have not been specified, the licence-holder should return the licence 
to the authority who issued the licence for necessary endorsement. Failure 
to do so may cause difficulties in clearance.

Amendment to Open General Licence No. XXIII 


The following amendment should be made to O.G.L. XXIII (see Board 
of Trade Journal on June 30, 1951). 

In Schedule “ A” (i.e., the Schedule covering imports from all sources 
except South Africa) against Serial No. 109 of Part IV of the I.T.C. 
Schedule, for the words “ Amyl Nitrate” read “ Amyl Nitrite” 
(Notification No. 35-I.T.C./51 of November 2, 1951). 

Revised Licensing Pr dure—Established Importers 

To simplify the existing procedure governing the issue of quota licences 
to established importers it has been decided to establish quota registers. 
These quota registers are to form the basis on which future quota licensing 
will be regulated in the individual case and it is intended thereby to secure 
a system of automatic issue of licences. In the first instance this new 
scheme will apply only to the issue of quota licences for miscellaneous 
hardware falling under Serial No. 275 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule, 
with effect from the January-June 1952 licensing period. 

All quota certificates hitherto issued in respect of miscellaneous hardware 
will be deemed to be cancelled for the purpose of future quota licensing in 
respect of this item commencing from the January-June 1952 period and 
established importers are now required to get their quota entitlement 
registered by adducing evidence (in the prescribed form and manner) to 
establish their past imports on which they rely. 

For this purpose established importers are required to furnish a statement 
of past imports affected by them in any one financial year ending March 
in the basic period 1945/46 to 1950/51. Established importers having past 
imports from countries with which trade was interrupted during the years 
of the last war and who wish to have their quota established on the basis 
of imports made by them from the said countries, may furnish particulars 
of imports made by them in any one of the three financial years preceding 
the outbreak of the last war. 

In view of the policy decision announced in sub-para. (1) of paragraph 1 
of Public Notice No. 109-1.T.C.(P.N.)/51 of June 23, 1951 (see Board of 
Trade Journal on July 28, 1951) it is necessary for a party claiming licences 
as an established importer to prove they had imported goods falling under 
the same Serial No. and Part of the I.T.C. Schedule in any one financial 
year in the basic period 1945/46 to 1950/51, other than the year on which 
a quota is claimed. 

The last date for the receipt of these applications for quota registration 
for miscellaneous hardware, which are to be sent to the Joint Chief Con- 
troller of Imports, Calcutta, is November 30, 1951. Applications received 
after that date will not be considered. 


Applicants will be advised of the registration number allotted to them 
and their quota entitlement, and in all future applications for quota licences, 
commencing with the period January-June 1952, established importers of 
miscellaneous hardware will be required to quote their registration number.

Venezuelan Tariff Amendments 


THE Venezuelan Ministry of Finance published a resolution, No. 
768, on October 26, 1951, to take effect from November 5, 1951, 
inserting a new item in the Customs Tariff, as follows :-—

not produced in Venezuela and which is imported for cleaning the 
parts of vehic\es which are assembled in Venezuela. 

In a further resolution, No. 769, dated October 26, and coming into 
force on November 5, the Ministry of Finance announced the revision 
of the wording of Items 469 and 470 of the Customs Tariff, which, 
together with the Note which succeeds them, henceforth read as 
follows :— 

469 White paper without glue or gum, uncalendered, wei 
= 50 grams per square metre, to be used for the printing ——_ 

Ts, magazines and books of a cultural nature. 

470 ite paper with matt finish, weighing more than 60 grams per 
square metre, to be used for the printing of newspapers, magazines 
and books of a cultural nature. 

Note.—Duty-free entry of Items 469 and 470 shall be granted solely in 
respect of paper to be used for printing newspapers, magazines and books of 
a cultural nature. A special permit is required in each instance for this 
importation, to be granted by the Ministry of Finance upon application by 
the printing-house, which shall state the quantity it pm om to import and 
the purpose for which it will be used. 

It had been found that the previous requirements, namely that the 
paper should bear a watermark, had led to a slowing up of supplies, 
since the mills had apparently been unwilling to manufacture such 
special paper because a watermark is not obligatory in all countries.

St. Eriks Fair at Stockholm in 1952 


THE St. Eriks Fair at Stockholm will be held next year from 

August 23 to September 7 

St. Eriks has now become the largest trade fair in Scandinavia. 
The 9th Fair, which was held from August 25 to September 9 this 
year, was very successful and well patronised, with a total attendance 
of 406,000. Of these, more than 78,000 were buyers, an increase of 
22 per cent. over the 1950 figure. On the opening day the Fair 
was visited by 28,000 people. Non-Swedish exhibitors and their 
agents are reported to have taken orders well in excess of Kr. 10 
million, and additional import licences—granted by the Swedish 
authorities in proportion to the space taken by foreign exhibitors— 
have been issued to the value of Kr. 7} million. 

The St. Eriks Fair provides an excellent shop window for the display 
of goods to the Scandinavian market and most probably to other 
North European countries as well. The Counsellor (Commercial) 
of the British Embassy at Stockholm is of the opinion that United 
Kingdom industrialists wishing to develop trade in these countries 
cannot afford to ignore St. Eriks, which is strongly supported by their 
European competitors.
